2. We realize that Project AEROOT has not been exceptionally pro~ 
ductive in gathering positive intelligence on the USSR, recruiting internal 
agents who will report political, economic, and military information to ussc 
or spotting and developing individuals who can travel from West Germany 

to the Estonian SSR. We believe that Project AEROOT will be in a better 
position to produce positive intelligence information in i 960 because of 
two important changes. First, Tallinn, Estonia, has finally been opened 
by the Soviet Union for tourist travel. INTOURIST is presently arranging 
group tours from the Scandinavian countries to the Estonian SSR. In 
addition, recent Estonian letter intercepts have indicated that a number 
of Estonian emigres who live in West Germany also desire to visit Tallinn. 
We believe, therefore, that we will be able to rjount several REDSKIN opera- 
tions from West Germany. Second, IDENTXTf/3 has been recruited. He will 
provide a backstop for the operational activities of AEROQT/5 while using 
an alias. This, we hope, will enable AEROQT/5 to exploit more potential 
REDSKIN leads than he has in the past.
